Whatever else 
the collapse of Chiang Kai-shek, 
the basic reason was the simple 
fact that the people did not trust 
him or his government. 

So, Chiang fled with the rem- 
nants of his army and govern- 
ment, to Formosa—100 miles 
from the mainland. Formosa is 
roughly .13,000 square miles. It 
includes the Pescadores, which 
lie 30 miles off shore, 
belt of some 20-odd islands along 
the Chinese coast from hard-by 
Amoy northward past Wenchow. 
The big guns echo among them. 
American soldiers have died 
there. 

The Nationalists are growing 
restive. The army is growing 
old—as armies go. Middle-aged 
men do not make the best sol- 
diers. But they all dream of the 
day when some miracle will 
happen to enable them to return 
to the mainland and to their na- 
tive farms, villages and cities. 

There is just one way they can 
go—in an invasion backed by 
the full might of the United 
States Navy, Air Force and in- 
vasion Army. 

So, human nature being what 
it is, they wish mightily for the 
third great war to begin. 


Why? 

Why are we on Formosa? 

Why does our fleet patrol the 
waters about it, preventing the 
Chinese Reds from invading it, 
looting and killing? 

There are two possible an- 
swers. 

But each produces questions. 

If, for example, we are there 
merely for purposes of defense, 
why do we not go ahead and put 
Formosa under the trusteeship 
of the United Nations, as we 
have done in other areas, and 
exact a pledge from the Com- 
munists not to attack it? 

The answer to that is that 
Chiang Kai-shek would resist. 
He is not popular on Formosa. 
Nor is his government. If there 
were a U.N. trusteeship he 
would no longer govern. So the 
question arises why, if we main- 
tain him, do we not insist that 
his government be reformed? 

The second question is, “If we 
are not on Formosa merely for 
defense, are we maintaining it 
@s an invasion base against 
China’s mainland?” 

We plan no invasion. And we 
know Chiang alone cannot in- 
vade. 

These are questions the Reds 
cleverly pose to other Asians. 
“Why does the American fleet 
protect Formosa? Why are 
Americans there?’’ 

There were sound defensive 
reasons for holding the island— 
it is part of the Asian island de- 
fense system. But the atomic 
bombs make it less valuable. 

Nonetheless, we hold on be- 
cause there is no way to let go. 
It is one of the bears we have 
by the tail. Last year it cost 
U.S. taxpayers $300,000,000. This 
year it will take $400,000,000.

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Move the ‘Bulletin’ 
Away From Politics 


In an interview with Constitution po- 
liiteal editor M. L. St. John, as reported 
in the Sunday paper, Governor-nominate 
Marvin Griffin has revealed plans he 
hopes to make effective after Jan. 1. 
What he has said about economy and effi- 
ciency sounds good. Those are subjects 
for study and for comment later. 

There is one item in Mr. Griffin’s blue- 
print for Georgia’s future that merits 
commendation now. No doubt applause 
will be forthcoming from Georgians gen- 
erally. 

That item is the proposition that the 
Legislature take the Georgia Farmers 
Market Bulletin out of politics by trans- 
ferring it from the Department of Agri- 
culture to the College of Agriculture at 
Athens. 

No one can accuse the governor-elect 
of punitive or vindictive motives in mak- 
ing that recommendation 

The use and abuse of the Market Bul- 
letin by Commissioner of Agriculture Tom 
Linder was a subject of criticism long 
before the commissioner became a candi- 
date for governor. No one was surprised 
when he made the publication a propa- 
ganda tool in his campaign. 

Editor Tom Linder left no doubt in the 
minds of Market Bulletin readers that he 
considered Gubernatoriai Candidate Tom 
Linder the best man in the race. 

In seconding the Griffin recommenda- 
tion that the Bulletin be moved to Athens, 
we do not imply in the least that Phil 
Campbell, conemissioner of agriculture- 
elect, would continue the Linder editorial 
policy. We have impucit faith in the 
Campbell judgment and integrity and he 
has pladged that the Bulletin will not be 
used for anything except agricultural in- 
formation. 

But Mr. Campbell will have successors 
who might read from the Bulletin files 
of the Linder era and get ideas. Shift- 
ing the publication to the universlty would 
remove the temptation to use public 
funds for political advancement. 

The father of the agricultural com- 
mission-elect founded the Extension Serv- 
ice as an affiliate of the “ag” school. The 
son has been in close touch with it, both 
as a farmer and a legislator. There seems 
no reason for the commissioner of agri- 
culture to hire an editorial staff at the 
Capitol, when the Extension Service 
has competent publications personnel in 
Athens. 

The agriculture school in Athens is in 
a position to make of the Market Bulle- 
tin a publication offering sound technical 
advice to farmers. When it becomes that, 
janitors in post offices in Georgia will 
find they don’t have to empty the waste 
basket nearly as often.

Mills of State Grind 
Some Strange Grist 


Some strange bills came before the ex- 
pired 83rd Congress. Looking through 
the Congressional Record is an interesting 
and amusing experience for those who 
have the time. For instance a measure 
was debated on Aug. 10 to require the 
labeling of “foreign produced trout”— 
maybe to determine if they were Com- 
munist. 

Excerpts from the debate follow: 


Rep. Howard W. Smith (D-Va)—“, 
what is the difference between the fish that 
is spawned in the United States and one that 
is spawned ...in Canada... ? 


Rep. Dwight L. Rogers (D-Fla)—‘'There 
is some difference in the flavor. It is just like 
ham. I am sure the gentleman would like to 
get Virginia ham in this bill.’ 

Rep. James P. S. Devereux (R-Md)— 

. (the customers) should know where 
the trout comes from. Otherwise they would 
be buying a pig in a poke.” 

Rep. John J. Rooney (D-NY)—‘"‘I should 
like to inquire . . . whether or not this bill 
is part of President Eisenhower’s dynamic 
legislative program. ...’ 

Rep. Emanuel Celler (D-NY)—‘If a Ca- 
nadian trout and a Scandinavian trout got to- 
gether and spawned in the St. Lawrence 
River, and the children fish . . . were served 
in a New York restaurant by an Italian owner, 
how would that... owner label (them)... ? 
That would be a fine kettle of fish. . . . (And) 
what about striped bass and pickerel? Are 
they not entitled to protection against the uh- 
American kind? What kind of fishy discrim- 
ination is this?”’ 

Rep. Hamer H. Budge (R-Idaho)—“I ... 
wonder .. . if the time has come . . . when 
it is to be made a subject of ridicule when 
a member of Congress . . . attempts to pro- 
tect an industry within his district.”’ 

Rep. Clare E. Hoffman (R-Mich)—‘If all 
they do is poke fun at you, you ought to be 
complimented. .. .”’ 


Rep. Eugene J. McCarthy (D-Minn)—‘‘Per- 
haps we should add . (an) amendment 
Stating ... that at White House dinners and 
at any dinner which either the Republicans or 
the Democrats are sponsoring at which trout 
is served it should be trout which is Rocky 
Mountain trout... .”’ 

Rep. Abraham J. Multer (D-NY)—‘That 
could easily disturb our foreign relations.” 

Rep. William S. Hill (R-Colo)—“I think 
there are a lot of suckers here if they do 
not support this bill.’’ 

Rep. John M. Vorys (R-Ohio)\—". . . we 
ought to do something about these signs in 
restaurant and fish markets that say. fresh 
fish when they are not fresh.” 


There's more of the same weighty 
stuff. President Eisenhower has ended 
the argument for the time being. He ve- 
toed the fish bill.

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A Bright Idea 
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Eastman Editor Explains Voter Check List; 
Law Requires Roll of Voters Be Published 


Eastman — The Times - Journal 
wishes to express our sincere ap- 
preciation for the recognition you 
have given our efforts toward 
cleaner elections in Dodge County. 
We are especially appreciative for 
your editorial commending us and 
the Dodge County Better Voters 
League, which organization made 
it possible to make cash awards 
for irregularities dctected in a 
published list of registered voters 
in this county. 

However, we do not wish to ac- 
cept credit not due us and feel 
that we must explain that The 
Times-Journai did not publish the 
recent list of voters in our pa- 
pers—which occupied seven and 
one-half pager—as a public service. 

Through an act of Legislature, 
a law applying to Dodge County 
was passed, requiring that a list 
of qualified voters must be pub- 
hshed 10 days prior to a primary 
in which state or county officers 
are nominated, the cost of which 
is paid by the county at the regu- 
lar legal rate. 


The law also requires that 10 
days following consolidation of 
votes cast in the election, a list of 
electors (those voting in the elec- 
tion) shall be published, the cost 
to be paid bv the county. The to- 
ial cost will approximate $700. 

Publication of these lists makes 
it possible to detect irregularities 
by comparison of the list of quali- 
fied voters with the list of those 
who actually voted. Also, it is pos- 
sible for people not going to polls 
to vote to certify if their names 
some other per- 
son, and iit ballots were cast for 
dead people. 

Credit for this procedure and 
compliance with the law should go 


to our tax commissioner, board of 
registrars, and county commis- 
sioner.

When the rising tide of German 
nationalism under Hitler brought 
with it the German Wehrmacht 
and the remilitarization of the 
Rhineland, neither France nor any 
other nation was prepared to in- 
tervene. Now a majority of the 
French Chamber of Deputies, to 
the great joy of the Kremlin, has 
aealt a grievous blow to Chancel- 
ior Adenauer and to all of those 
elements in Western Germany who 
want to channel Germany's reviv- 
ing strength and energies toward 
European unity, and to link Ger- 
many’'s inevitable rearmament into 
a common European defense ef- 
fort. 

Not without reason did the Com- 
munist members of the Chamber 
ol Deputies, who were allowed to 
cecide the vote, shout and stamp 
and sing the Internationale. They 
have won a many-headed victory, 
over the United States, over the 
cause of European unity, and over 
the democratic forces in Germany. 

German rearmament cannot be 
stopped. One has only to witness 
the explosive rebirth of German 
industrial strength, and to sense 
the tremendous drive and energy 
that exists today in Western Ger- 
many to understand this. 

The time will come when West- 
ern Germany will rearm, whether 
encouraged by the United States 
or not, and once again neither 


France nor any other Western 
country will mobilize a single sol- 
dier to stop her. 

The issue upon which the French 
Cnamber held its disorderly vote 
was not whether Germany should 
rearm; it was whether a German 
army should take its place as a 
part of a joint European Defense 
force sponsored by nations united 
in their desire to defend freedom 
against the threat of Communist 
aggression. Whether or not they 
understood it, the French deputies 
were voting to let German rearma- 
ment take place under the spon- 
sorship of resurgent German na- 
tionalism. They were voting to cre- 
ate a ‘situation in which Western 
Germany will have practical rea- 
sons for making a deal with So- 
viet Russia. Russia can now hold 
out to Western Germany the prize 
of unification with Eastern Ger- 
many. Having been rebuffed in 
their willingness to join forces with 
their ancient antagonists, the 
French, in a common front against 
communism, the Germans will 
have an alibi for looking for co- 
operation in the opposite direction. 

Things have not yet reached this 
pass in Germany. But they well 
might unless France, on second 
thought, looks to its true interests 
and works with the United States, 
Britain and West Germany to sal- 
vage as much as possible from 
the wreckage of EDC.

hymn have been on the lips of most of us in one form or another, 
We feel the burden and shame of some wrong. We want so much 
to get rid of it. We sincerely repent of and forsake the wrong. But 
can we know, really know, that we are forgiven? 


First, let us remember that God 
promises forgiveness. He said, “If 
my people, which are called by my 
rame, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and 
turn from their wicked ways; then 
will I forgive their sin, and will 
heal their land’”’ (2 Chronicles 7-14). 
There we have both the condition 
and the promise. 

All the way through the Bible we 
have God’s promise of forgiveness. 
“If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
fu! and just to forgive our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness” (1 John 1:9).

The reason the Japanese crisis 
is not yet sharply in the headlines 
is that for the past nine years it 
has been submerged in a sea of 
American dollars. First, the dol- 
lars which flowed into the Japa- 
nese economy from the American 
occupation forces and then, from 
1949 to 1953, there was the flow of 
Korean War dollars which made 
up the difference. 


But these temporary and artifi- 
cial props to Japanese trade are 
being radically cut down and the 
true picture of Japan’s deterio- 
rating economy will _ shortly 
come into the open. The truth is 
that Japanese foreign trade is in- 
sufficient to buy the food to feed 
the Japanese people. Japan had a 
trade deficit of $1,135,000,000 last 
year.

that a general war could be 
avoided in the Pacific, Dulles re- 
plied: ‘‘I am hopeful.”’ 

He would not say whether spe- 
eific orders had been given to 
the U.S. Seventh Fleet to defend 
Quemoy or not. That island is 
only five miles off the Red-held 
mainland from Amoy. 

President Eisenhower has al- 
ready said that the Chinese Com- 
munists, to invade Formosa, 
would have to run over the Sev- 
enth Fleet. 

As to the possibility of an im- 
minent invasion attempt against 
Quemoy, which the Reds have 
been shelling, Dulles said: 

“T have no opinion about that, 
one way or another. That is a 
matter for the military people to 
judge in the light of their intel- 
ligence estimates. The fact that, 
as 1 understand it, the artillery 
fire against Quemoy from 
Amoy harbor has subsided, and 
that would suggest that they do 
not have any immediate inten- 
tions of invasions. But I would 
not want to be the one to attempt 
to appraise the military  sig- 
nificance of evidence like that.’’ 
HARD TO EVALUATE 


The secretary said there were 
very considerable Communist 
forces in the Amoy area but ‘“‘the 
information I got did not indicate 
anything spectacular in recent 
days or weeks.”’

Originally the structure was 
used as a place for summer pic- 
nickers from surrounding towns, 
but in more recent years it has 
become the center of activity in 
Vinings. 

NATIVE PINE 

Constructed of native pine tim- 
ber and supported by red cedar 
foundations, the 50x25-foot build- 
ing has two beams 10x6 inches 
running the length of the build- 
ing. The solid beams which run 
the breadth support the roof with- 
out the aid of interior supporters. 

According to Mrs. Smith, spe- 
cial train cars would be left off 
at a track siding near the pavil- 


ion and people would spend the 
day in Vinings, hiking, wading, 
eating and dancing.

Dentists Urge 
Regular 
Checkups 


A short while after a man 
bruises his finger with a ham- 
mer, healing takes place, and 
the injured area is repaired, 
usually without a scar. 

Not so with teeth. They can- 
not repair themselves. What's 
more, unless they are cared 
for, the tiny “‘bruise’’ or infec- 
tion tends to become larger and 
larger until the tooth can no 
longer be saved. 


RESULTS OF STUDIES 


Studies show a direct rela- 
tionship between visits to the 


dentist and the number of 
sound teeth in a _ person's 
mouth. 


The Bureau of Economic Re- 
search and Statistics of the 
American Dental Association 
finds that individuals who have 
not seen their dentist in more 
than three years are far more 
likely to require complete arti- 
ficial dentures than those who 
make periodic visits. 

The survey, covering 37,911 


people, showed that 17.9 per 
cent of women who had not 
seen a dentist in a three-year 


period need two complete den- 
tures compared with only 6.0 
per cent who had treatment 18 
to 24 months before. 

Among men, the figures were 
20.9 per cent and 7.6 per cent. 

B. Duane Moen, bureau direc- 
tor, said the study indicates 
that women are more conscien- 
tious about dental treatment 
than men.

Decay can start soon after 
the first or ‘‘baby’’ teeth ap- 
pear. The peak in decay activ- 
ity is usually reached in the 
teens. 


MOST IN NEED 


Moen has found than teen- 
agers between the ages of 15 
and 19 were most in need of 
dental work. 

There was an average of five 
decayed teeth each in this 
group. 

Up to age 34 for men and 39 
for women, dental decay is the 
chief reason for the loss of 
teeth. Thereafter, the  perio- 
dental diseases (ailments of the 
gums and other’ supporting 
structures) are mainly respon- 
sible. 

A study of 5,014 patients at 
the Veterans Administration by 
three University of Illinois sci- 
entists has shown that by age 
45, one out of every two men 
either has lost all his teeth as 
a result of periodental disease 
or is afflicted with it.

Safeguard Children 


The health of 30 million school 
children is promoted and main- 
tained through the combined ef- 
forts of parents, educators, 
nurses, dentists, and physicians. 

Health promotion should be 
part of the curriculum of every 
institution because only healthy 
children obtain maximum learn- 
ing. 

The law, in some states, re- 
quires at least three examina- 
tions during school life. 

These checkups are worth 
while if for no other reason than 
because they uncover defects that 
might endanger the life or edu- 
cation of the child. 

When leakage of the heart, for 
example, is discovered for the 
first time during the preschool 
physical, the physician can ad- 
vise parents and teachers about 
the necessity for avoiding infec- 
tion and overexertion, 

If the defect is not detected, 
and the boy or girl indulges in 
strenuous childhood activi- 
ties, the consequences are obvi- 
ous.
